and Authority of Money, under all Circum- 
ſtances. If Money be the Hinge upon which 
the whole World turns, 'tis Plain that the 
World is Govern'd by Money; and if the 
World be Govern'd by Money, cvery thing 
Virtuous muſt Submit unto it; fo that a Man 
who intends to Live, muſt Love Money, and 
this Love for it will make him a Knave, and 
this Knavcry make him a Great Man: There- 
fore Knavery is Praiſe-Worthy, and all Men 
ſhould be Knaves. 


That Money can alter all Conſtitutions, is 
demonſtrably Evident: A Man no ſooner 
grows Rich, than he grows Proud, and for- 
gets his Friends and Acquaintance; He who 
was once an Humble, good Natur'd, Suppli- 
ant Companion, by the force of glittering 
Money, becomes a Haughty, Imperious, Ar- 
rogant Coxcomb. His Principles of Huma- 
nity change with his Dreſs; his Gilded Coach, 
and ſhining Equipage, he Expects will Im- 
mortalize him, when they only ſerve to ren- 
der him a more Conſpicuous Ideot. 


Money makes ſuch a prodigious Change 
in the tempers of Men, that if the South - Sea 
Project had gone on but a little further, it 
would have been my Fortune (who was too 
much an Author to have any Intereſt in it) 
to have loſt cvery Friend and Acquaintance 
I had left; and I ſhould have been oblig'd ta

But how will Money make an Honeſt Man 
a Knave, and a Knave an Honcſt Man? In- 
deed a Man who has Pretentions only to what 
we call Honeſty, may be caſily made-a Knave 
of; but ſurely no Honeſt Man (truly ſo ſtil'd) 
will ſubmit to be a Knave. No Man of Ho- 
neſty v ill accept of a Bribe, Giſt, or Reward, 
to Ruin or Deſtroy his Fellow Creatures; or 
for the ſake of the largeſt Penſion Sell his 
Country : Therefore 'tis the pretended: Ho- 
neſt Man, which is Convertible to a Knave; 
and theſe Knaves are the worſt of Knaves, 
becauſe they are the moſt Secret. And as to 
a'Knave's being made Honeſt by Money; the 
Poect's meaning is that a Knave like a Mon- 
key, may be kept for a time from n Mil- 
chief by turning over Money. 


Now how Money will make a Coward Va- 
lant, an old Woman young, and a young 
Woman à Saint, is difficult to unriddle. A 
Coward, tis true, may Fight for Money, 
when ke is in a Starving way, and in want 
of Neceſlaries, tho' not for an old Womian': 


con old Woman that is exceeding Rich, will 
cer 
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ever be Young in the Eyes of a Perſon that 
wants her Riches; and when ſuch a one lays 
himſelf down with his Aged Partner, he may 
find her Young enough for him between the 
Shects: But as to a young Woman's being a 
Saint, if ſhe be Handſome I may very well 
Propheſy ſhe will not be ſo long; and if ſhe 
be ugly, and deſtitute of Fortune, I am ſure 
there is not a Prieſt who will take the Pains 
to Regiſter her Name in the Book of Saints and 


Martyrs. 


When a Lawyer is Juſt, tis becauſe he has 
no Temptation to be unjuſt; that is where 
He has ſo much Money to Plead the Cauſe 
of his Client, that tis out of the Power of 
the oppoſite ſide to Bribe him over. Where 
a Stateſman is Loyal, tis where he has Pla- 
ces, Preferments, and Honours : Diveſt him 
of theſe, and try his Loyalty; He then will 
Curſe the Prince he has ador'd. - A Corrupt 
Stateſman is like a vicious Whore, true only 
to him as gives moſt; and that only for a 
time and Scaſon. And when a Courtier keeps 
his Word, it is almoſt a Miracle, if it be not 


for Money. 


A famous * Doctor of Divinity, tells us, in 
one of his Pulpit-Orations, that, in the opi- 


— — — — * 
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Dr. S——th, 
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nion of Stateſmen and Courtiers, There: 7s ng 
Devil like an Enemy in Power, no Damna- 
tion like being Poor, and no Hell like an emp- 
ty Purſe. This is a Bleſſed Opinion, and a 
Blefled Doctrine for a Cathedral Pulpit; and 
the Doctor was ſo much a Courticr, as to a- 
void thoſe damnable Evils, being throughly 
ſenſible that an Enemy in Power, elpecially 
a $he-Devil, is capable of the Profoundeſt 
Miſchief to Mankind: He took a provident 
Care to avert the fate of Poverty, the grea- 
teſt Curſe, and accumulated a Fortune by 
filling the Heads, and Flogging the Tails 
of thoſc that were under his Tuition and 
Pupilage. 

I Confeſs an Enemy in Power is of all 
things in Life the moſt dreadful; and of all 
Enemies a Woman is the worſt. For Wo— 
men are naturally of a Revengeful Temper, 
and what they fail of Accompliſhing by 
Strength, they ſurely Effect by Treachery and 
Stratagem. I do not wiſh. even my greateſt 
Enemy, a worſe Adverſary than a Lewd Im- 
perious Strumpet; and amongſt the many un- 
timely Exits at Tyburn, the Records of Neu- 
gate prove that the greateſt part of em arc 
Wa mppyrable to Vicious Women. 


"A State "Whore is the worſt of Devils; ſhe 
22 Rules and Ruins Princes, and it 


is equally Dangerous to Love and Deſpiſe 
her :

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her: If ſhe is Belov'd, ſhe grows Proud, In- 
ſolent, and Intolerable; if ſhe's Deſpis'd, Ma- 
lice, Hatred and Revenge, are Predominant ; 
and both the Prince's Honour and Security, 
are too frequently in her Power. 


As this Encmy is fatal to the Race of Man- 
kind; fo is a great Vicious Stateſman. He 
is a Creature train'd up in a Court, and all 
the Vanitics and Luxuries of Life; One by 
Nature enclin'a to Hypocriſy and Double 
Dealing; who is Cunning and Deſigning, 
never Speaks as he Thinks, and never Thinks 
as he Acts; one that is Proud, Haughty, and 
Imperious, Diſſolute in his Manners, and a- 
bandon'd to Honeſty; a Stranger to his 
Friends, and a Friend to Sharpers; one of a 
narrow Soul, but in Selt-opinion above all 


Things. 


But I am far from Thinking this Character 
belongs to any Miniſter now Reigning. Alt 
our Miniſters in Power, 'tis very well known, 
are Men of Fidelity, Senſe, Learning, Wil- 
dom, and the profoundeſt Penetration: Tho' 


perhaps it may be objected, by our Diſſent- 


ing Brethren, that tis pitty they are not all 
of them Miniſters of the Goſpel. |

You never knew a S ry of S 
but whilſt he was in Office was a great 
Politician: And a Politician (in the worſt 
Senſe) we arc told, takes very little notice 
of his Friends, but Compliments his Enemies: 
He is a Perfect Maſter of the Myſtery of Hy- 
pocriſy; Baſe, Treacherous, and Perfidious, 
and Intereſt only can Byaſs his Inclinations. 


But a weak Politician, is a Srate-Mounte- 
bank; he gives out his Schemes and Pro- 
jections, as the Quack docs his Bills: He un- 
dertakes the Government of a whole King- 
dom, who is a Stranger to the Occonomy of 
a Private Family. He looks Grave, and So- 
lemn; and it his Head be of a longiſh caſt, 
he bears the exact Reſemblance of his Brother 
Aſs: And I hope this Simile will be Par- 
don'd, fince a King has declar'd that 4 Fooliſh 
Monarch is à Crewn'd Aſs. A 

I muſt own an Aſs is a grave Bcaſt, and a 
little Alderman-niſh; which perhaps may be 
one juſtifying Reaſon why ſome of our State, 
Empiricks endeavour to Reſemble him; for 
Aldermen. are Magiſtrates, and Magiſtrates 
have Power over Corporations, as the other

have over Kingdoms : And Hudibras tells us 
an Aſs may be an Alderman, | 


nn Gooſe @ Fuſtice; 
And Rooks Committee-Men and Truſts. 


'Tho' all Politicians, whether weak or 
otherwiſe, arc cver Juſtified by their good 
Succeſs. Politicians as Project any great De- 
ſigns, tho' the Contrivance be weak, if they 
take effect are admir'd for their Wiſdom ; 
but if a Man lays a Deſign with neyer ſo 
great Foreſight and Prudence, if it happens to 
miſcarry, the Author of it is Condemn'd as 
a Raſh and Imprudent Man. So that Succeſs 
we find zs All; and he that has it is a Great 
Man, tho' a Fool; and he that wants it is a 
Fool, tho a Great Man. And the Poct ſays, 


He never yet was Wrong that did prevail, 
And none was ever Right that chanc ES 
To fail. 


This is undoubtedly true, in the Senſe of 
the World; and who would not be a Knave 
to be on the Right Side of the Buſh. But 
here, 1 bar all Reflections upon Revolu- 
tions, either in England, Sweden, France; 
Spain, Htaly, Turkey, or any other Country 
whatſocyer. 


8 The 
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Ihe Set of Lawyers, who have gain'd to 
themſelves Wealth and Reputation by their 
Knavery, Flock to Veſtminſter-Hall, like fo 
many Owls to a Barn: They Perch upon 
the Stations aſlign'd them, and Hollow moſt 
unmercifully ; without which, the Owls their 
Clients are never Satished. They Bawl, Scold, 
and Harangue Hours together; and as no one 
can at firſt Underſtand them, they often re- 
peat their Fuſtian Orations; and leaſt they 
ſhould not be ſtill Underſtood, they produce 
Affidavits, Depoſitions, Records, Papers, Bun- 
dels, Boxes, Trunks, and Portmantcaus in 
Court, to Puzzle the Judges and the Jury, 
which if they fail to do, they fail of Succeſs, 
and moſt ſurcly loſe their Caulc. 


In the Profeſſion of the Law, there are 
great opportunitics for Cheating and Knave- 
ry: No Phiſitian can more effectually Kill 
the Body, than the Lawyer can Diſpatch- 
the Eſtate. And as in one Profeſſion ſo 
in the other, the obſcure Terms and barba- 
rous Latin, keep their Callings a Secret to 
themſelves. But to do them juſtice, I do 
not take it that Lawyers are greater Knaves 
in their Principles than any other People; 
but the Temptations they lie under beyond 
other People puſhes them forward in the ma- 
king of their Fortunes. And who would not 
make his Fortuc? Or who ανον ſcruple to be 
8s Knave, for a Coach and Six? 
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J have lately ſeen in Manuſcript, a certain 
Attornies Bill, for Drawing a Mortgage, 
which fully explains the ways and means of 
accumulating Riches, in the Buſineſs of the 
Law; and tho' it be a Satyr on the Profeſ-

in caſe of a Riſe or a Fall the Difference is 
| D theirs; 
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theirs; and if the Stock doth not Riſe, ac- 
cording as they Expect, they have nothing to 
do but to put their Bargains upon Perſons 
they know not, and who arc not to be 


found, at leaſt on this ſide Terra Incognita. 


Thus Bulls and Bears fill the Alley, and 
theſe when they meet with Aſſes to Deal 
with, load them ſo intollerably that they 
ſink under the Burthen. They flick to a 
Man's Pocket, like Leaches to his Skin, and 
will not leave him till they have Suck'd him 
Dry. Some Wags tell us, that the Devil is 
a Lawyer; but I take it with much greater 
Reaſon, he may be ſaid to be a Stock-Fobber ;

They are ſome of them a. ſort 
of Genteel Beggars, but (like Potentates in 
Treaties of Peace) inſiſt upon Preliminarics 
Sword in Hand.

But as all Publick Good has ſome Evil at- 
tending it; fo tis no Wonder that the Hun- 
dred .is ſometimes made to Pay to Perſons 
what was never taken from them. A Cun- 
ning Knave, by the honeſt Aſſiſtance of thoſe 
Dignified Getlemen call'd Knights of the Poſt, 
may caſily Swear a Hundred out of an Hun- 
dred Pounds. And this is Praiſe Worthy, 
with thoſe that are Reſolved to get Money; 
for the Advice that has been long ſince given, 
is my Son get Moncy. 


Of all the Set of little Villains, the Pzck- 
pocket is the Chief. His Head is always 
Working to find out ſome Stratagem, to 
Dive into the Pockets of all forts of Per- 
ſons: And ſometimes he is oblig'd to lie 
Siege for a Fortnight together, for a Watch 
or a Snuff- Box; and perhaps at laſt, be forc'd 
to Cut down the Breeches, and Expoſe the 
Poſteriors, of a Rich old * Miter; before his 
Hand can obtain Admittance. He has un- 
der him à large train of Pupils, from the ſiur- 
dy Thief, that deals in Watches and Jewels, 
to the young tender Thiefling who ſtoops 
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for Handkerchicts. He is a Maſter of Arts 
in his Profeſſion; and better skill'd in Le- 
gerdemain, and Slight of Hand, than the fa- 
mous C--mp4--/, or any other Conjurer; and 
has a greater Knowlege in the Myftcry of 


Iniquity, to Entitle him to his Degree, than 


the moſt Learn d and Diligent Prieſt, in Theo- 


logical Studies, Who has made it his Buſineſs 


tor many Years ſtanding to make himſelf 


Maſter of Puns and Conundrums. 


He is a very great Man, in his way; and 
equal Honour is paid to him as to a Corrupt 
Miniſter of State. He is a General Decciver, 
and ſo is the other; One Robbs the Publick, 
and ſo docs the other; there is anly this dif- 
ference, one does it openly and the other 


privately; ſo that if there be any Honour 
Preference or Reſpect, due to the one more 
than the other, it is due to the Pick- pocket. 


And on this Account, the famous — is 
comparable to the famous L—; nay he is

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Fellow alive: That he hath his Office of In- 
telligence, and like the Conjurer, Rocheſter, 
he only tells ye where your Goods are to be 
found; and he is the ſureſt Conjurer, that 
firſt Employs his Imps to Steal your Tan— 
kards, and then for his Fees, to their value, 
helps you to em again. Beſides, he has his 
Mirtifters and Officers under him; and as he 
was once the King of the Beggars, ſo he is 
now become King of the Thieves. 


There is undoubtedly a great deal of Praiſc 
due to this Man; for there is not a Robber 
upon the Road, but is ſure to be Hang'd by 
his Diligent care, who will not-Compound 
his Offence and Pay a Tax to this Monarch, 
beyond the Reward that is Offer'd for Appre- 
henſion. Death is inevitably his Doom; and 
tis King 7— , Tries and Condemns him; 
he Reſigns him firſt to Newgate, and then 
to Tyburn, and at laſt with Triumph attends 
his good Subject to the Tree. But theſe are 
little Villians and muſt Submit to Fate.

them cunning Knaves, and clean ſhavers : 
Tho' at Conſtantinople we never ſee a Knave 
without a * Hcad, or any Politick.

on City Gates, as we do in othcr Nations. 


A Jew is a Creature to be found amongſt 
Citizens, Brokers, Uſurers, and S7ock- Fobbers. 
He'll let out himſelf and his Family to Satan 
to Hire, for a Small Sum of Money : His Looks 
Proclaim himj an outcaſt of Paradiſe; but 
yet, by the Aſſiſtance of his good old Friend, 
he Grows Rich, Wealthy, and aboundcth in 
Pride. He is a Circumcizd Knave; and not- 
withſtanding, as he Deals with, ſo he Lyes 
with all Nations: Tho' were I a Girl Devot- 
ed to Pleaſure, I ſhould diligently Examine 
for the Tail and the Foot, before I wou'd 
Venture at his brutal Embraces. | 


The Infidel Knave'is common to all King- 
doms and Countries, under the Sun. He 
is an Infidel who belicycs not that when 
the Sky falls we ſhall catch Larks; : and 
that if he Knocks his Head againſt a Stone 
Wall, he ſhall not feel it. He is an In- 
fidel that does not believe all Men are 
Rogues, - that can be ſo with Safety: He is 
alſo an Infidel who will not believe that 
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his Wife may Cuckold him. And he is 
a State-Infidel, who belicves not that all 
Kings and Princes Rule their Subjects for 
their Good.

Thus I have, with great brevity and 
much Exactneſs, gone through my Eſſay 
upon Knavery ; and I humbly hope the nc- 
ceſſary Hints and wholeſome Advice I have 
given therein, will be effectual to all good 
Chriſtian People, that they may plainly ſce 
what is their Trueſt Intereſt in this Tranſi- 
tory Life. If Knavery every where Flou- 
riſhes like a Green Bay-Trce, who would 
not Vouchſafe to Floutiſh at the Trifling 
Expence of a. little Knavery ?
